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Summary 

New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  October  increased 
S3. 5  billion  or  1.6  percent  to  $226.2  billion,  following  a 
1.9  percent  decline  in  September.  Orders  for  the  year  are 
9.3  percent  higher  than  the  same  period  a  year  ago,  while 
1987  was  6.6  percent  above  the  same  10  month  period  for 
1986. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  in  October  increased 
$1.1  billion  or  0.5  percent  to  $222.5  billion.  Shipments 
for  the  year  are  9.0  percent  above  the  same  period  a  year 
ago,  while  1987  shipments  were  5.2  percent  above  the  same  10 
months  of  1986. 

Manufacturers'  unfilled  orders  in  October  were  up  $3.7 
billion  or  0.8  percent  to  $456.8  billion.  This  is  the 
twentieth  consecutive  monthly  increase. 

Manufacturers'  inventories  in  October  increased  $2.1 
billion  or  0.6  percent  to  $349.9  billion.  This  is  also  the 
twentieth  consecutive  increase,  although  the  ratio  of 
inventories  to  shipments  has  been  generally  decreasing.  The 
inventory  to  shipments  ratio  in  October  was  1.57,  the  same 
as  September. 

New  Orders 

Most  of  the  increase  in  manufacturers'  orders  was  in 
the  durables  sector,  up  $2.7  billion  or  2.3  percent  to 
$122.1  billion.  Transportation  equipment  was  up  $2.7 
billion  or  8.5  percent  to  $34.3  billion;  defense 
shipbuilding  and  tanks  accounted  for  most  of  the  increase 
although  motor  vehicles  and  parts  were  also  up.  Machinery 
in  total  showed  a  0.7  percent  decline,  as  a  decrease  in 
nonelectrical  of  $0.7  billion  or  3.3  percent  to  $20.8 
billion  more  than  offset  an  increase  in  electrical  of  $0.4 
billion  or  2.2  percent  to  $19.0  billion.  Primary  metals 
declined  slightly  as  a  decrease  in  steel  of  $0.4  billion  or 
6.8  percent  offset  a  $0.4  billion  or  5.6  percent  increase  in 
nonferrous  metals. 

Orders  for  nondurables  increased  $0.8  billion  or  0.8 
percent  to  $104.2  billion.  Chemicals  accounted  for  most  of 
the  increase,  although  nearly  all  the  industries  were  up. 

Shipments 

Most  of  the  increase  in  shipments 
nondurables,  up  $0.9  billion  or  0.9 
billion.   Chemicals  showed  the  largest 
billion  or  4.1  percent  to  $21.0  billion.

Shipments  of  durable  goods  were  up  $0.2  billion  or  0.2 
percent  to  $118.3  billion.  Transportation  equipment  was  up 
$0.9  billion  or  3.0  percent  to  $30.9  billion,  with  nearly 
all  of  the  increase  in  motor  vehicles  and  parts.  Partially 
offsetting  the  increase  in  transportation  were  declines  in 
both  the  machinery  categories;  electrical  was  down  $0.3 
billion  or  1.7  percent  and  nonelectrical  $0.3  billion  or  1.5 
percent.     The  other  categories  were  relatively  flat. 

Unfilled  Orders 

Unfilled  orders  in  October  increased  $3.7  billion  or 
0.8      percent      to      $456.8      billion.  The      increase      was 

concentrated  in  transportation  equipment,  up  $3.4  billion  or 
1.7  percent  to  $203.1  billion;  aircraft  and  parts  accounted 
for  about  two-thirds  of  the  increase  in  transportation  with 
the  rest  in  shipbuilding  and  tanks.  The  largest  decline  in 
order  backlog  was  in  nonelectrical  machinery,  down  $0.1 
billion  or  0.2  percent  to  $59.0  billion,  the  first  decline 
in  that  category  since  March  1987. 

Inventories 

The  increase  of  0.6  percent  in  inventories  was 
concentrated  in  durables,  up  $1.8  billion  or  0.8  percent  to 
$230.0  billion.  Virtually  all  major  industries  increased; 
the  largest  was  in  transportation  equipment  up  $0.5  billion 
or  0.9  percent  to  $61.5  billion.  Nondurables  inventories 
were  up  $0.3  billion  or  0.3  percent  from  September  to  $119.9 
billion  as  a  decline  in  petroleum  products  of  $0.2  billion 
or  1.9  percent  was  offset  by  increases  in  most  of  the  other 
categories. 

By  stage  of  fabrication,  materials  and  supplies  were  up 
0.3  percent  for  durables  and  0.7  percent  for  nondurables. 
The  pattern  was  different  for  work  in  process  and  finished 
goods.  Durables  work  in  process  was  up  0.8  percent  and 
finished  goods  up  1.2  percent;  for  nondurables,  work  in 
process  declined  0.5  percent  and  finished  goods  were  up  0.1 
percent.
